SYNSOPIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS 


THE, sole -head of a family, or any 

male over 18 years eld, may home- 
stead a quarter-rection of available Dom- 
inion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. The applicant must appear 
in person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-agency for the district. Entry 
by proxy may be made at the office of 
any Local Agent of Dominion Lands (not 
sub agent), on certain conditions. 


Duties.—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the Jand in each. oj 
three years. A homesteader may live | 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farin of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence is | 
performed in the vicinity. 

-In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre.. Duties.—Six months re- 
sidence in cach of six years date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and fifty acres extra cultivation. The 
of cultivation is subject to reduction in 
case of rough, scrubby or stony land 
after report by Homestead Inspector on 
application for patent. 


A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
emption may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts. Price $3.00 
per acre, Duties.—Must reside six 
months in each of three years, cultivate 
fifty acrés and erect a house worth 
$300.00. .

New York American Explains How 
Canada Has Secured Great 
Stee! Industry 
A Detroit despatch to The New 

York American reads: 

“When the heads of the United 
States Steel Corporation learned a 
couple of years ago that the reci- 
procity agreement which the Taft 
Administration had negotiated with 
Canada had been defeated by a refer- 


{endum vote in Canada, they came to 


Detroit and picked out a spot across 
the river in Canada, where they could 
advantageously manufacture and ship 
steel, and bought it. They have begun 
work on the construction of a second 
Gary there. A Canadian city of some 
75,000 population, and named Ojibway, 


‘will be built up there within three or 


four years. 

“Had the reciprocity pact been rati- 
fied that city would have been on the 
American side of the Detroit River, 
the labor would have been American. 
The’ supplies for this labor would 
have broadened the market of the 
American farmers who opposed reci- 
procity. 

“The United States Steel Corporation 
wanted to sell its steel in Canada and 
was prevented by the Canadian tariff. 
It wanted to buy ore and raw materials 
in Canada and was prevented by the 
American tariff. It desired the best 
facilities for shipping to Canadian 
ports and all over the world by water. 
It had been contemplating building a 
plant on the Detroit side of the river. 

“Agents had looked over the ground 
below the city, in the vicinity of the 
big ship building plants, and had 
practically decided to buy there. The 
Detroit River forms the best harbor 
on the Great Lakes, completely she!- 
tered, yet large enough and deep 
enough to permit the free passage 
and mancuvring of the largest 
steamships.

The most 
serious blow in the middle part of his 
career was that dealt him by the Arch- 
duke Charles at Aspern Essling, north- 
east of Vienna.

All his generals were for re- 
treat, but he withstood them, and Pro- 
fessor Rose ranks the next six weeks 
“among the most glorious of his mili- 
tary career.” He secured pew troops, 
deceived his enemy by false move- 
ments and finally defeated him at 
Wagram. 

But a decline came to such a pro- 
digious man. He himself said at 8t 
Helena that he had been spoiled by 
success. It was natural tbat the vic- 
tor in fifty pitched battles and innu- 
merable smaller engagements should 
come to believe himself omniscient 
and invincible. It was this hardening 
of the mind that betrayed him into the 
Russian campaign, that caused bim to 
refuse all compromise in 1818 and 1814 
and that led him tu defeat by bis tn- 
feriors, Wellington and Blucher, at 
Waterloo, just as Baoniba! was final- 
ly beaten by his Inferior, Scipio, at 
Zama, 


Putting Trees to Bed. 

An Interesting method of protecting 
peach trees from frost during the win- 
ter bas been practiced for several 
years at the agricultural experiment 
station at Canyon, Colo. Early in No- 
vember the earth is removed frow a 
circle about four feet in diameter 
round each tree, and water is turned in 
to saturate the soil. When the ground 
has become soft the tree is worked 
back and forth to loosen the roots and 
is then pushed over on its side. The 
branches are brought together and 
fastened witb a cord, and burlap cov- 
ered with earth is put over them. 

Thus the trees lie snug until spring, 
when the covering is gradually toos- 
ened and finally removed, and they are 
raised and propped up.—Rocky Moun- 
tain News.

AT IDLE RICH, 


Head of the Dominion Bducanonal 
Association Looks For a New Era 
In Canadian [Industrial Affaire 
When Government Puts Inte 
Practice the New Technical Traim 
ing Program. 


President J. W. Robertson, head of 
the Dominion Educational Associa 
tion, is one of the best known edu- 
caiional leaders of Canada and ar 
idealist of sound common sense and 
keen practical experience.

2on-existent,

“Why is it there are so many bald 
men and so few bald. women?” he 
asked, “I believe it is because men 
will not let their hair grow to a pro- 
per length. The average man wears 
his hair about an inch long, whereas 
it should !e at least 13 or 14 inches,” 

Dr, Barendt afterwards explained 
that he considered nature was affront- 
ed by frequent cutting of the hair. 
“If it is not allowed to grow to the 
length I have mentioned it becomes 
dry and loses its strength, much in 
the same way that the muscles of the 
body become flabby and weak if they 
Te not exercised,”

Englishmen—Almost silent, rarely 
the first to speak; dogmatic and delib- 
erate in manner, speakiug 100 to 120 
words a minute.

chatter of the women folk, was us 
usnal noticeable. A curious detail was 
that dark men were always the bigger 
talkers,
